B.P.W. Asked, Received 
$3200 Less Than 1939 


Appropriations requested by the 
Board of Public Works and granted 
by the town meeting this year 
were $3193.53 under last year’s com- 
parable total. 


Following is a complete list of 
appropriations asked for by the 
Board of Public Works for the 
years 1939 and 1940. Any other 
special articles such as water ex- 
tensions which may come under the 
supervision of this Board have been 
petitioned for by individuals or 
committees other than the Board 
of Public Works. The water exten- 
sion for 1989 calling for $1,200.00 
expenditures was petitioned for by 
the Board as an improvement to 
the system in replacing an old two- 
inch line, 

The original appropriation re- 
quested for Highway Maintenance 
in 1939 was $54,000,00 which was 
cut to $51,800.00 due to purchase of 
new trucks, Savings in other De- 
partments were made due to the 
purchase of these same trucks. The 
sum of $51,800.00 was made up by 
the sum of $13,150.00 received by 
the State and voted under Article 
», 1989 to be used in conjunction 
with the appropriation for Highway 
Maintenance of $38,650.00 voted un-

Tax Rate To Be 


About The Same 


Andover’s tax rate for 1940 will 
be “approximately the same as last 
year’s,” chairman Shepard was 
able to state after the conclusion 
of the town meeting Tuesday night. 
“T can’t say that it won’t be a bit 
higher, or a bit lower, but it will be 
around $30,” he said. 


The town appropriated $668,- 
719.28, to which must be added 


$7100 voted at the special meeting 
last fall. The total appropriations 
at the (March meeting in 1989 were 
$639,141.16. This increase of $36,- 
678.12 made the town responsible 
for what would have been a better 
than two dollar increase in the 
rate, and in addition there was 
$10,000 less voted from free cash 
to reduce the rate this year. 

However, state figures released 
by commissioner Henry F. Long 
this week made it possible for Mr. 
Shepard to predict an approxi- 
mately 30 dollar rate. Total state 
and county taxes and miscellaneous 
assessments this) year will be only 
$68,421.29 as against last year’s 
$96,883.59. Receipts are only $200 
under last year’s.

Annual Town Meeting Provides Usual 
Quota Of Humor — And Fortunately Sense 


A thin sliver of silver moon hung 
over Andover’s Memorial auditori- 
um Monday night; it was pitiably 
thin, its thread of light being suf- 
ficient only to make its outline visi- 
ble and entirely inadequate to the 
task of lighting the streets of An. 
dover which for a few jittery mo- 
ments were destined to be dark- 
ened because under the roof of 
that auditorium some 800 Andover 
citizens had settled temporarily 
into lapsae mentorum, 

but failing to vote, for those few 
minutes before reconsideration rec- 
tifled the situation, for money suf- 
ficient ito light the streets of An. 
dover was the town’s only sample 
of mob haywiracy. True there were 
individual cases of straying from 
the normal paths, but there al- 
ways is at town meetings. Not 
overly generous, not unduly pen- 
urious, the town went through the 
appropriations pretty much as the 
finance committee recommended, 
and the only real waste came in 
the use of ithe English language 
and as a result in the time of the 
citizens of town of Andover. In 
fact, so many words were wasted 
on Monday night that the voters 
had to return on Tuesday night to 
act on some 20 odd left-over arti- 
cles. 


County Board Of 
Trade Meets Here 


An enlightening talk on the bus- 
iness of recreation in New Eng- 
land, particularly in (Massachusetts, 
was given by Stewart Paine, assis- 
tant director of recreation for the 
N. E. Council yesterday noon at the 
meeting of the Essex County Board 
of Trade held at the Andover Inn. 
A number of representatives of the 
Andover Service club attended and 
were introduced by c!ub president 
Kenneth L, Sherman. Rev. A. Gra- 
ham Baldwin gave the welcoming 
address. 

Mr. Paine reported that vaca- 
tien expenditures in Massachu- 
setts amount to $200,000,000 annu- 
ally, or twice as much as in Maine. 

Lawrence Hart, manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce in Glouces- 
ter, spoke on a map of Essex 
county now being prepared. 


The ‘Monday night section 
started with its usual matter-of- 
formness with the town clerk read- 
ing the preamble and postlude to 
the warrant while the _ voters 
chafed a bit at the bit. They kept 
on chafing while under article one 
the clerk, in accordance with law, 
read off the votes for officers— 
news a week old by that time. 
Then after electing Fred Cheever 
to the Cornell fund trustees, the 
fun began. 

Increases for Two Officers 

Article 3 looks innocuous enough. 
To establish the salary of elected 
Town Officers for the ensuing 
year, Chairman Shepard read off a 
list of salaries, and anyone watch- 
ing pages 17 and 18 of their Town 
Report would have noted but one 
change: an increase of $200 for 
the town clerk. However, town 
treasurer Thaxter Eaton manages 
to get along pretty amiably with 
the voters, and his self-made re- 
quest for an increase of $500 a 
year was predestined to success. 
Explaining that when he took the 
office, the salary was $2500 and he 
voluntarily cut it $500, Thaxter 
tossed in a few extra statistics on 
check-writing to show that the
